With the ending of the present semester just a few short 
weeks away, we again have a semi-annual problem to think 
about. Elections. Who is going to lead us next semester? 

That problem will be decided within a short time. There 
are, at present, several students who are capable of filling 
the offices on the board. and capable of doing good work there. 
It is our duty to see to it that they are put in office. 


Too much thought cannot 


be put on the qualifications of 


candidates. Experience counts for something, but not as much 
as a genuine willingness to serve the general associated student 
body, and not any particular faction, to the best of his ability. 
He should be willing to work, because the student offices call 
for much of that. To be brief, he is going to represent, as well 
as serve, YOU, and you want the best representation possible. 


Something To Think About 


Shocking the entire civilized world 
by its horrible gruesomeness, as well 
as the cold blooded brutality attached 
to the crime, comes the word of the 
finding of the murdered body of the 
Lindbergh baby. As though the crime 
of kidnapping were not enough, the 
innocent chld was put to death. 

Whether or not the actual kidnap- 
pers were the ones who received the 
ransom money, or whether or not 
the deed is a warning from gangland 
to leave that class to their own nefari- 
ous designs, is not the immediate 
problem for us to concern ourselves 
about. But we, as students, do have 
a problem facing us. And that pro- 
blem is more actual than ideal. 

It won’t be many more years until 
we ourselves will be running this 
country, as voters, with the actual 
reins of control in the hands of a 
select few. It shall be up to us, then, 
whether or not we shall tolerate or 
take dictation from gangsters. Our 
course is being decided right now. 
It rests with each one of us. 

More laws are not the solution of 
the problem, but longer and sharper 
teeth in the present ones would help 
some. Government reforms should 
come as naturally as mental growth 
to a normal student. Fundamentally, 
the problem is an educational one. 

We are not coming to this college 
because we must, but because we de- 
sire to be “educated.” And education 


does not consist in the storing of a 
certain “quota” of facts in our heads, 


but in the art of learning to think| 


and think with reason and precision. 

As much as we may specialize in 
the various fields of work that we 
wish to follow, we still have one thing 
in common, government. We 
should learn to keep our minds as 
open to ideas on the improvement of 
our government as business men do 
on the improvement of their busines- 
ses. We should learn to keep our 
minds as open to ideas on the im- 
provement of the race as do stockmen 
on the improvement of the special 
breed of stock that they are raising, 
that we may, as much as possible, 
eliminate the criminal strain, We 
should learn to keep our minds open 
to ideas on the improvement of our 
educational system, for it is only 
through new ideas that improvements 
come. Our problem does not consist 
in becoming intellectual fools , but 
fools for intelligence. True, education 
implies broadmindedness, but not in 
the sense of tolerating lawlessness. 
That is our problem. 

Unfortunately, we, as students, are 
handicapped in the apprehension and 
disposal of the kidnappers and mur- 
derers of Lindbergh Junior, but we 
can do much, by using our heads now, 
in the prevention of such crimes in 
the future.

FIFTH PLACE 
FOR COLLEGE 


Jungkeit Sets West Coast 
Jump Record; Brooks 
Also Places 


Captain Doyle Gilbert of the Don 
Track team made the best jump of 
his life Saturday when he leaped 24 
ft. 6 3-8 inches to place fourth be- 
hind some of the best men on the 
Pacific Coast in an open broad jump 
event at the Fresno West Coast Re- 


lays. All four of Santa Ana’s entries 
placed in their events, earning the 
12 points necessary to place fifth in 
the junior college division. 

Gilbert has been steadily improv- 
ing inhis favorite event this year, and 
has increased his jump over two feet 
since last year when he hung up a 
college record of 22 feet 6 1-2 inches. 
Although he jumped 24 feet plus to 
take a fourth in the open event, he 
was forced into second place in the 
junior college division by his team 
mate Paul Jungkeit who broke the 
West Coast Relay junior college rec- 
ord with a-jump of 23 feet 3 3-4 
inches. This was the first time this 
year that Jungkeit has won the broad 
jump over Gilbert, a thing he has 
been trying to do all season. 
DANERI, SECOND IN JAVELIN 

Jim Daneri took a second in the 
Javelin throw with a toss of 185 feet 
5 inches. This betters the mark he 
set in the Orange Empire Conference 
Meet, and will undoubtedly be con- 
sidered the new college record. Fred 
Brooks, the other Don entry, placed 
fourth behind Harker (L. A.), Mor- 
rison (Modesto), and Coe(S. B.), in 
a fast 14.7s. high hurdle race. 


The West Coast Relays are an an- 
nual affair usually held in conjunc- 
tion with the Fresno Raisin: Day fes- 
tivities, which, due to the so-called 
“depression’’, were called this year. 
They are sponsored by the University 
of California, U. S, C., and Stanford 
University. This year the Relays were 
held at night under powerful are 
lights on a track which is famed for 
the number of world’s records that 
have been broken there. The contes- 
tants are divided into four classes, 
the University class, the College 
class, the Junior College class, and 
the High School class. 


LAST MEET OF THE SEASON 

This was the last meet of the 1932 
track season in which Santa Ana ath- 
letes will compete as representatives 
of the college. Next year the Don 
track team should be only 10 or 15 
points weaker in the O. E. C. meet 
than it was this year.

In brushing aside this jinx it 
is significant that the deed was done 
even on a Fullerton diamond! 

With Earl Homan in the box the 
entire game, the eight hits that were 
allowed were sent mostly to the in- 
field as grounders. Varner, Fuller- 
ten’s pitcher did not come up to ex- 
pectations as were evinced by his 
work in past league games with other 
colleges. 

In defensive work against Fuller- 
ton, Les Fulsom, dimunitive third 
baseman did the spectacular work of 
the day when he made a one-handed 
catch of first baseman  Butcher’s 
scorching grounder, made a perfect 
throw to first base where Sullivan 
prevented an almost certain hit.
